Three years after erasing the 86-year “Curse of 
the Bambino” and ending one of the longest title 
droughts in sports history, the Boston Red Sox did 
it again by sweeping the Colorado Rockies to win 
its second World Series in four years. Boston rang 
up the best record in baseball during the regular 
season, and then beat the Rockies, who had won 
21 of its previous 22 games.

F. TV stalls out 

The TV Writers Guild of America went on strike 
over a dispute with the TV studios regarding the 
sharing of profits from “new media” revenue 
sources, including the internet. With no new 
scripts coming in, many shows were forced off 
the air and into reruns. 

G. MRSA 

Schools across the country began dealing 
with a drug-resistant staph superbug called 
methicillen-resistant Staphylococcus aureus, or 
MRSA. Some schools closed for cleaning when 
students were found to have the bacteria. MRSA 
caused several student deaths. 

H. California wildfires 

More than 23 wildfires blazed across almost 
500,000 acres of southern California in 
October, destroying 2,300 homes. Twelve 
people died. Arson was the cause of some 
of the fires. Santa Ana winds also fueled fires 
again in late November. 

I. Drying up 

A severe drought in the southeast U.S. led to 
water use restrictions and renewed tensions 
over water supplies in Georgia, Florida and 
Alabama. The drought was the worst in 
northern Georgia in 100 years. 

J. Meet you online 

Social networking websites continued to gain 
popularity and added millions of subscribers who 
ventured online to interact. Two of the largest. 
MySpace and Facebook, even developed a 
budding business rivalry. Facebook gained the 
backing of Microsoft, who bought a stake in the 
website for $240 million.

"Our Town” is about life in a town 
called Grover’s Comers, New Hampshire, at 
the turn of the 20th Century. Director Cathy 
Nelson said she chose this play “because I 
love it, and I felt I had the right group to pull 
it off." The play was staged on a smaller, less

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Six veteran teachers retire from HHS

Mr. Garry Burkhart retired after 41 years of teaching, 38 of 
those at HHS. He taught his favorite class. Auto Mechanics, but he 
also taught Small Engine Repair and Metals. He was also a wrestling 
coach for 15 years and a middle school football coach for 30 years. 

Receiving a bachelor’s and master’s degree from Indiana 
State University, Mr. Burkhart said he wanted to teach because, “1 
wanted to coach wrestling and teach students how to work on their 
cars to save money.” 

Mr. Burkhart said the biggest changes since he started teach- 
ing have been cars and discipline. “Cars are much harder to work 
on today, and they need to bring back the paddle.” His final words 
to HHS?

Which one of us do you 
think you can change-me or you?” 

Mr. Jerry Kousen spent the last 15 of his 23 years in educa- 
tion at HHS teaching classes in science. He also sponsored the Help 
Earth Live Prosperously (H.E.L.P.) Club. 

He received his bachelor’s degree from Ball State Univer- 
sity and his master’s from Indiana University. He also did postgradu- 
ate work at Purdue University. 

Looking back. Mr. Kousen said. “There have been frustra- 
tions as in any career, but I cannot think of anything I would have 
enjoyed more. I hope that more young people learn that by working 
with others, you touch the lives of the future, and parts of you will 
continue in others long after you are no longer around.”
